My  dear  Mr.  Heselton; 

I  have  received  your  letter  of  May  11,  1949 
with  further  reference  to  the  visa  case  of  Krystyna 
Mowotna  who  desires  to  join  her  fiance,  Frank 
Duzlak,  an  honorably  discharged  ex-serviceman,  for 
the  purpose  of  marriage  and  residence. 

I  regret  to  report  that  since  Miss  Nowotna  has, 
according  to  her  own  statement,  never  personally  met 
her  fiance  but  only  corresponded  with  him  since  1946, 
she  is  not  entitled  to  the  benefits  provided  for  in 
Public  haw  51  extending  the  processing  time  of  the 
cases  of  fiancees  and  fiances  of  honorable  discharged 
ex-servicemen  until  September  21,  1949* 

I  appreciate  your  interest  in  the  case  of  Miss 
Nowotna  and  regret  being  unable  to  give  you  a  favor¬ 
able  report  on  this  applicant.

My  dear  Mr.  Heselton: 


I  have  received  your  letter  of  April  1,  1949  concerning 
the  application  for  a  temporary  visitor's  visa  of  Krystyna 
Nowotna. 

The  records  of  the  Embassy  indicate  that  Miss  Nowotna 
called  at  this  office  on  March  10,  1949,  at  which  time  she  was 
heard  on  her  application  for  a  temporary  visitor's  visa.  From  the 
examination  of  Miss  Nowotna,  it  was  learned  that  she  has  near 
relatives  in  the  United  States  consisting  of  an  uncle,  an  aunt 
and  cousins.  It  was  also  not  clearly  indicated  that  the  appli¬ 
cant  would  willingly  return  to  Poland.  Under  the  circumstances, 
this  office  had  no  choice  but  to  refuse  a  visitor's  visa  to  Miss 
Nowotna  because  of  her  inability  to  comply  with  the  immigration 
laws  and  regulations  governing  the  entry  of  aliens  into  the 
United  States. 

Even  though  Miss  Nowotna  were  able  to  qualify  as  a  temporary 
visitor,  and  this  office  were  prepared  to  issue  a  visa  to  her,  she 
would  probably  encounter  considerable  difficulties  in  securing 
documentation  to  leave  Poland.  The  Polish  government  issues  pass¬ 
ports  and  exit  permits  only  in  limited  numbers,  snd  persons  capable 
of  working  here  do  not  readily  secure  travel  documents. 

I  sincerely  regret  being  compelled  to  furnish  you  a  negative 
report,  but  hope  this  letter  will  serve  to  clarify  the  status  of 
^iss  nowotna.
